1. Subject iiiade tie trip together with her laother and other <26 
meiubere ofy^tourl6t<-tour organized by Kowbaeni^ik Agency cl' New york,N«T* 
b'iiey left by • ir India on 51 Aug at 20.3J0 hro from J^Kennedy for London 
and iirrived there next morning at 8.10 hrs* At 12.15 hre seune day they 
proceeded by air to .area..', Poland and arrived there in tue afternoon • 
in h, i-u;aw they v.'e.'i’e acooiamo isted at 2urope.iski 'do tel . 

■da 4 -^ept IS'6'. at ap rox. 7.00 hrs they left by train for Lviv, Uicr SSJ8 
and ax- ived thexe early evening. 12hey were accommodated at Hotel 
inturiat. On S oept Subject v.’ent with her motaer and relatives of Lviv 
to Iroair-ianets Malyi , r-n Zolochiv to visit their other relatcves 
iuid ai,ayc‘d Li. ere overnight, .i-.^ey returned next day to Lviv, doth ways 
they towic taxi.

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xhe customs ofilcer told Subject’s mother it vjas gainst the regulutioBS to

On l4 Sopt Subject took taxi to L 1 but there v/ao no ouejat home* 
Sho returned together v.itii L 3 in the evening ( at; ;ip ;ro::, 21,30 hrs) by 
taxi again and after on© hour waiting met L 2 and his mother , L 1 was

not at home ud Subject v\taa told that she vias going to stay overnight 
in the city. 

Subject explained who she was and L 2 took from her the letter 

from L 9* Before that he aslced I 3 "‘hat was the news now in Lviv , who 

L 3 was aso. In the begin;;ing L 2’e raother thought they both ( SubJ:ect 

r' 

and L 3 were from abroad but the former oox;»eted her on that*) 





L Z ihewed Subjeot a^UStila* about Horyns* trlaly^wbieb bad 
still somo pencil correotlona » He explained it was not "poliebed yet” 
but she sbo\ild read it* Subject begaa to road but then sufgestod «^h e 
betoer taka it with her# or at least make a few notes* L2»s mother 
was ready to #ive her pencil and paper but L 2 thought it was better 
he gets her a oopp of the ddeumoat for tomorrow* 

Next evening Subject and L 3 went again by taxi to L 2*s house* 

They met there L 1, L2* and the latter* a mother* L leashed about B 9» she 
was very much concerned about her health* 

In the course of conversation It 1 and L 2 told Subject that it was 
better she would not taka with her any papers meaning the promised treatise 
on Horyns* trial* Actually* this was not the only document available* 
there were somi/othsr as well* and one or two still in writing*»she «ras told* 
All assurances on the part of Subject she would be able to smuggle out 

the document were in vain* particularly L 2 was against it* 

Instaad he suggested Subject would gmk make notes” on everything most 
Important” and together with L 1 prepared the list • 

The document Subject wanted to take was eutitled”The Trial of lioryn 
brothers” ( Protses Brativ Horyniv) and had about 20 pages* typed on a 
thiok paper* L 1 explained to Subject that she was trying to got 
a thinner copy but failed* 

In addition to the given list of names and addresses Subjeot 
was told the followiagi 

a/ She should convey abroad that L 5 has changed* and it was 

better now not to have anything to do with him* Two weeks before his 

departure for New fork* he was visiting "authorities” eve^y day and 
"worked on”* L 1 and L2 stressed several times to be careful with 
L 3 and to convey it to proper people abroad. 
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b/ L 1, L 2 and thcdr friends ars working now on the dooumentatloa 
on recent trials and other events in the Ukraine » and they will prepairs 
them in ouch a manner as to make it easier to smuggle them out • 

When Subject mentioned that in two years she might.be visiting 
Kiev agaittt L 1 eommentsa that it would absolutely^ too late to wait 
that long* Someone should oome sooner ” from L 9 or Subject*** 

Xhe best way to oontact L 1 la to do like Subject did| i*e* to come to 
Li's house* 

o/ All possible efforts should be made abroad to help the 
imprisened « morally and materially* They mentioned tka Western 
press and International Bed Cross, rospeetiVoly* 

d/ The arrosts lasted from 21 July 1965 to 8 or 9 Sopt 1965* 
Altogether there were about 70*80 people arrested* The majority of them 
was afterwards released* 

oVITLYCHNYI Ivan was relaesed after 8 months and now has 
given a provisional job* 

The younger HOBYH is stlU in LvivTjflil, in prison's hospital* 
ills case is not finished yet* (On this occasion L 1 showed Subject 
tho photograph of both HorynSf the younger one wa with the beard*) 

In Lviv and Kiev^wero protest -demonstrations. Also DZIUBA Xvan 
together with other friends of the arrested wrote a strong protest 
to the authorities* For that he was relieved of his job but now 
re-employed agauLn* He and others remained under constant hajrasam^t* 

The situation was still very tOnse* Arrests stopped but from tiae^tlme 
people were being summoned by a^horitios for interrogations*

Subjeet saw there Rev»PUS2KAIt3KX and son# aims* There she also met 
a eatholie fundergroundl^ priest from Lvlir who oame on visit to Rev* 
PUSZKAi^SKI by the name NANCHISHTO.T.Z. » aged about 75-80, his 
aaciress: Ukr SSR,Nestoriv»LvivaJsyi, Sherohenka 70* 

Subject and other tourists were told by Rev*PUSZKAJRiiKl that he was planning 
to build a Ukrainian church in Warsaw and asked for gifts for that 
purpose* He also imdxx told some of the people that "eventually our own 
church might help us in getting a bishop for Ukrainians in Poland"* 

At Miodowa 16 Subject also met a PAWLOW Efeaia, Ukrainian, female, 
agec: 4 o*> 43, stems from Berezhany, who was asking her to find a sponsor 
i'or her or still better a husbeind in the States*
